If any resident owner, after such 
notice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested 
thereto by the assessors does not bring in such lists, he is hereby barred 
of his right to make application to the assessors, or the County Commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time 
appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by a 
notice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the taxpayer 
or given by any other method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”

In accordance with the provisions of Section 142, Chapter 91, Re- 
vised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the financial records of the 
Town of Rangeley have been audited for the year ended December 31, 
1956. 

As required by Section 145, Chapter 91, Revised Statutes of 1954, 
one copy of this report has been forwarded to the State Department of 
Audit. 

The examination was made in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the National Committee on Governmental Accounting for a 
limited general audit. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
the preceding year and included all procedures considered necessary. 
Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the audit, the finan- 
cial transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately han- 
dled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 

Exhibits and schedules, together with the accompanying comments, 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF RANGELEY 
JANUARY 1, 1956 TO DECEMBER 31, 1956 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Rangeley has 
been completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1956. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Manager, and the 
town meeting records of the Town Clerk. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that avail- 
able funds exceeded expenditures by $16,627.89 (Exhibit D). Over- 


drafts and unexpended balances are summarized as follows:

Overdratts 1,420 80

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Bond coverage of Town employees should be extended to cover 
all employees whose duties require them to handle municipal 


funds. 


Outstanding Treasurer’s checks more than one year old may 
be returned to cash by stopping payment and writing a receipt 
crediting the appropriate account. 


ASSETS 

The cash balance of $20,162.22 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the depository, Rangeley Trust Co., Rangeley, Maine 
(Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled 
with the closing balance. Receipts and deposits were compared on a 
monthly basis for the audit period. 

Other assets, including accounts receivable, taxes receivable, and 
tax liens were reviewed and reconciled with balances shown on the 
Selectmen’s records. Letters of verification were utilized on a sample 
basis to determine their validity at the year end. 
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LIABILITIES 
Liabilities at the year end totaled $21,142.12 and are summarized 
as follows:

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances at the year end totaled $1,555.25 
(Exhibit D), representing balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with statutory requirements, or at the direction of the 
Selectmen. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town at the closing date was 
$14,220.55, a net decrease of $3,066.85 as compared with the previous 
year (Exhibit C). This decrease was occasioned principally by appro- 
priation from surplus approved by the townspeople totaling $18,000.00, 
and notes issued totaling $4,874.00 less the excess of available funds over 


expenditures of $16,627.89. 


TRUST FUNDS 
Trust fund principals at the year end amounted to $25,633.00, while 
unexpended income totaled $762.36. These were represented by U. S. 
Government bonds totaling $25,700.00, time deposits of $348.36, and a 
net amount of $347.00 due from the general fund (Schedule A-9). 
Trust fund income totaled $654.50 for the year under review while 
$378.50 was expended under the terms of the various trusts. 


GENERAL 

A review of a transcript of the Town Clerk’s records revealed that 
the transfer of $18,000.00 from the surplus account to the school fund 
was authorized by the townspeople. 

Authority was also granted for the Selectmen and Town Treasurer 
to issue the Town’s notes in the amount of $9,774.00 for various pro}- 
ects as listed in Schedule A-6. 

Article Nine of the Warrant for the annual town meeting author- 
ized the Selectmen and-Town Treasurer “to secure temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes, for the purpose of paying obligations of the Town,

said loans to be paid out of money collected during the current municipal 
year”. It was noted that $10,000.00 of tax anticipation loans were out- 
standing at the end of the municipal year. 

A surety bond in the amount of $10,000.00 covering the Treasurer- 
Collector was on file. However, no bond coverage was presented cover- 
ing other Town ofhce employees. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as it pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Letters of verification were utilized on a 
sample basis to determine the correctness of recorded assets. Notes pay- 
able with maturities and interest rates were verified by the leading 
agency. Receipts and vouchers were examined for a selected period 
with no exceptions noted. Time deposits and U. S. Government bonds 
representing the investment of trust funds were examined and listed. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at Decem- 
ber 31, 1956, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Dear Olin: — 


Dick Steward just phoned me and said you would like to have 
the estimated cost of the suggested change-overs at the Rangeley fire- 
house Company #1. The suggestions are as follows: 

The present main building is 26’0” x 34’0”. Remove the present 
wood floors and timbers and move the building back toward the pond 
one-half its depth (17’), on to new and part of the present foundation 
wall. 

Fill in between the foundation walls with coarse and well packed 
gravel to a point within 6” of the bottom of the present wood sills. 
This will be followed by a 6” reinforced concrete floor. 

The present single entrance will be located on the right side of 
the building to provide for larger doors and more space between trucks. 

The present small overhead doors will be replaced by two 10’0” x 
10’0” overhead doors. 

The outside grading will consist of enough fill to protect the 
foundation from frost and also to provide a desired slope from the 
building to the street. | 

No elevations were taken and it may be necessary to lift the fire- 
house a few inches to give the drainage from the doorways. 

If I have not made myself clear, give me a ring as I am home 
most of the time. 

The estimated cost of this project is $6,000.00 which will also 
include the extra labor on heating and plumbing.

Report of the School Department 


Superintendent’s Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Rangeley: 


FINANCE 
A comparison of the School Department Financial Statement of 
Decembere 51, 9b. and. the requested appropriation for 1957° "ot 
$59,491.11 for school maintenance and regular repair items indicates 
an increase over like requests made a year ago amounting to $4,313.96 
of which $1,157.64 is to apply toward the Maintenance Accounts net 
Overcrsiteoreecemmper 51, 1956, Primarily the 1957 School Budget 
anticipates application of the increase towards Teachers’ Salaries and 
Building Maintenance and Repair as well as anticipated increasing liv- 

ing costs for Fuel, Utilities, and Supplies. 


CURRICULUM 
Curriculum studies are being undertaken in both the Elementary 
and Secondary schools to determine how well we are meeting the needs 
of the youth of the community and what steps should be taken to make 
our courses more applicable to needs. 


REORGANIZATION 

The integration of grades seven and eight into the Senior High 
School schedule of classes is working very well. It gives a larger and 
more closely coordinated student body as well as a larger staff through 
which greater accomplishments may be realized. The staff and student 
body rightly deserve commendation for their fine cooperative spirit. 

The situation in the sixth grade is not as desirable as we might 
have wished it to be, however, we are meeting the problems presented 
with patience and fortitude. The room is small and has been difficult 
to heat. There is not much that can be done about the size, however, a 
gas space heater has been installed to alleviate the heating problem. 
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PHYSICAL FACILITIES 

During the past year new movable desks and chairs were installed 
in the Main Room, English Room and Social Studies Room of the High 
School. Two classrooms and the Principal’s ofhce have been provided 
with new filing cabinets. 

It is hoped that during the coming year improvements may be made 
in the boys’ toilet facilities at the Elementary building. 

The students, staff and custodian are all deserving of commendation 
for the generally excellent care they have taken of the buildings and 
equipment with which the community has provided them. 


ACTIVITIES AND STUDENT ACTIVITY FUND 

The usual Activities are being carried on successfully in the Sec- 
ondary School with exceptional interest and school spirit. The fine 
support and interest of Parents and Townspeople is greatly appreciated. 
An attempt is being made, which at this point is successful, to make 
the activities nearly self-supporting and in some cases profitable in order 
that new equipment and facilities may be obtained. At present all bills, 
old and current, are either paid or there is nearly enough cash on hand 
to cover them. 


ENROLLMENT 


At this writing students are enrolled in Rangeley classes as follows:

When school began in the fall the total was slightly larger standing 
at 355 and we may reasonably expect that during the spring term our 
enrollment will again approach that number as children return with 
their parents to prepare for the summer season. In the High School 
enrollment since the beginning of the schoo! year has decreased by only 
one as a result of students leaving school. Some students have trans- 
ferred out to other schools and have come in from other schools keeping 
our total enrollment nearly constant. It is worthy to note here that 
the graduating class of 14 members entered as Freshman four years 
ago with an enrollment of 18. To the best of our knowledge all but 
one member of the original class are still in school. 

The current Sub-Primary, first and third grades because of their 
large enrollments will undoubtedly be of much concern to us as they 
progress through our system. 
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MUSIC 
With the assistance of Mrs. Villa Quinn, a State Department of 
Education elementary supervisor, and the cooperation of the teachers 
of Rangeley a study of music experiences currently offered in the Range- 
ley schools was recently conducted. The results of this study revealed 
that as with most problems the situation was neither all black nor all 
white. We have much on the credit side of the ledger. 


1. Every teacher visited was providing some valuable experi- 
eNcos sil ticadmusicwarca, =) al hess expericnces sinciuded, 
especially in the primary grades, some good rhythmic, 
listening and creative activities. 


2. The classroom teachers attitude and expressions of a will- 
ingness to cooperatively work toward improvement was 
most promising and commendable. 


3. The primary grades had a minimum supply of materials 
to work with. 


4. Grades sub-primary, one, two, three and four had high 
fidelity record players in excellent condition. The school 
system is well supplied with good pianos. 


5. Pupil leadership development was in evidence in the 
elementary grades. 


6. Some fusion of music with other areas such as _ social 
studies was indicated. 


7. In grades seven and eight and in the high school a good 
Glee Club consisting of some forty members has been 
organized and plans are already underway to effect im- 
provement. 


8. The secondary school administration was anticipating 
scheduling changes designed to make time available for 
increasing music experiences in grades seven and eight. 


A number of negative observations were also made. It is impossi- 
ble to list them in any order of importance since each is to a degree 
dependent upon the other. 


1. There was an outstanding lack of continuity of instruc- 
tion and conception of an overall program. 


2. The teachers freely admitted a lack of confidence and re- 
sources for ideas and other information that would help 
strengthen the program in mechanics and _ techniques. 


3. There was a complete void of appropriate materials for 
pupil use in grades five through twelve. 


4. Music reading as such was non-existent. 


YI 


Teacher aids such as Teachers’ Manuals, Pitch pipes, Song 
bells, Rhythm instruments and Auto-harps were meager 
or non-existent. 


6. The creative and appreciative aspects of a well rounded 
music program were not well represented. 


a; 


Provisions for individual or group instrumental instruc- 
tion were not available. 


In the opinion of the School Department progress can be made in 
this area — with the good-will and whole-hearted cooperation of the 
entire community — by: 


1. Better utilization of the talents possessed by staff mem- 
bers currently employed. 


2. Provisions for more inspirational leadership and increasing 
confidence in and for the classroom teacher from the office 
of the superintendent of schools. 


3. The cooperative development of a Course of Study in Music 
by currently employed classroom teachers and the best con- 
sultant services available. 


4. Supplementation in the classroom that utilizes the excep- 
tionally high caliber presentations of educational television, 
radio, motion pictures, and the recording industry. 


5. Securing for the community the free instructional services 
of business concerns engaged in the production and distri- 
bution of musical instruments. 


6. The discovery and utilization, in so far as may be possible, 
of other resources that surely exist in the community. 
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Much has already been done to develop the above program. On 
February 11 and 12 a Music Workshop was held at Rangeley to enable 
teachers to become more familiar with content, methods, practices, and 
procedures for providing Music in the classroom. During the next few 
months the objective of a series of teachers meetings will be to develop 
Guide Lines for the sequential development of Music education through- 
out the schools. There are many ways in which a community the size 
of ours can provide and enjoy instrumental music programs. Many of 
these possibilities are being currently explored. 

Our sincere purpose is to re-establish Music as one of the funda- 
mentals in the day to day educational life of every child to the extent 
that community resources will permit. We are confident that a great 
deal more can be done with these resources than was done in the past 
few years, and we have great hopes for the fruits of the labors of your 
schools in this vineyard. 

It is a fact that where such programs have thrived the home and 
community have provided “ soil ” and “ climate” conducive to growth. 
Community history indicates that the Citizens of Rangeley will provide 
constructive aid and criticism for this venture as it has done for other 
school projects in the past. 

May I extend to all school personnel and to the community at large 
my sincere appreciation for the cooperation which I have received dur- 
ing these first few months as your Superintendent of Schools.

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Town Manager's Report 


To the Board of Selectmen of Rangeley: 


It is a pleasure for me to present this Eleventh annual report of 
the activities of the Town during the year ending Dec. 31, 1956. 

First, I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Road Commissioner and other Town Officials who have 
given so generously of their time to conference and planning of the 
activities this year. Without their good advice and council the Admin- 
istration of nearly one quarter of a million dollars would have been far 
less efhcient than it has been. The town of Rangeley has been very 
fortunate to have the benefit of your services rendered for the most part 
with very little compensation compared to the value. 

I can only mention a few of the year’s doings, the details of which 
will be found in the Annual report. You will be interested I think in 
the report of the Auditor, inasmuch as you have been informed of the 
»oor condition of the office accounting. I feel that in self defense I 
may be excused if I quote from some of the auditors who have exam- 
ined the Town books in the past. Richard M. Stetson: “In general 
all books and records were in good shape.” Mr. C. R. Woodman: “ In- 
sofar as could be ascertained the financial transactions of the town seem 
to have been appropriately handled.” Millett, Fish & Dresser, Port- 
land, Me.: “‘ Your books were in fine condition.” Again “ Yours are 
as good a set of Town books as we find anywhere.” It seems to me 
that somebody must be wrong. It is only fair to say that the credit for 
these good remarks belongs to Mrs. Robbins, whose efficiency in this 
respect is recognized, and whose all around faithful services have been 
appreciated by me during the eleven years of my term as Town Man- 
ager. 

In the spring of 1956 this office was relieved of the burden of the 
Travel Service to Tourists, when the Chamber of Commerce took over 
that responsibility for the whole Region. This gave us room for 
Assessors, Selectmen’s meetings and conferences without being dis- 
turbed.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Unfortunately both companies of the Fire Department suffered 
considerable damages from freeze-ups causing considerable financial 
loss in that budget, and one Pumper had to go to the factory for repairs. 
There is an article in the Warrant for the remodelling of Engine 


house No. 1. 


WELFARE 
We have been forced into a large overdraft in the Town Welfare 
account largely on account of Doctor’s Medical supplies, Hospital and 
nursing home care. There seems to be little relief in sight unless the 
Legislature makes some changes in the law. This item seems to be 
out of our control. 


HIGHWAYS 

During the year we have rebuilt the upper end of Pleasant Street. 
This cost us a little more than was anticipated but it has resulted in a 
great improvement. 

The State Road reconstruction Joint fund of a little over $9,000.00 
to which the Town contributed only $3,720.00 was spent on the Wilson 
Mills route 16 near the Kennebago river bridge. 

Another piece of new construction was 1000 ft. extension on the 
south end of the Bald Mt. Road. 

This year it is hoped that we will be able to hard surface the 
Oquossoc Avenue, and rebuild the upper end of Allen Street from 
Oquossoc Avenue intersection to the Hydrant near Charlie Stevens’ 
home. We shall also have about $3,500.00 of Town Road Improve- 
ment Money allotted us from the State to expend but by law we shall 
have to raise the money to pay for the rocks, gravel, etc. necessary for 
the project. 

At a special Town Meeting permission was given to take from the 
Surplus in the Income and Expense account sufficient money to purchase 
a Dump Truck before starting the plowing season, and in the annual 
meeting enough to purchase a loader and Snow bucket. These two 
were a good addition to our fleet. 

There has been for a long time a feeling that the Town should 
have some place to store its equipment. To build a shed large enough 
to accommodate all of it would be an expense of probably $18, to 
$20,000.00 which does not seem practical for a town of this size. There 
is a proposition to compromise on a much smaller building (about half 
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the size) and an article is in the warrant to hire a sum of money for 
that purpose. It would seem to be a practical move. Your Road Com- 
missioner has very poor accommodations for getting under cover for 
greasing, changing tires or other necessary work on the equipment. 


RECREATION AND PROMOTION 
Again I have to call attention to the amount of money which we 
spend on the Rangeley Lakeside Park. This is an added attraction but 
it could grow faster than our business and burden the taxpayers with 
the expense for care. The Park Commission inform me that already 
we have reached the place where the $750.00 will not take care of the 
Park. How fast should we expand? 


ADVERTISING 

In 1956, the Town abandoned its Advertising program which has 
formerly been regarded as a major project for Rangeley. In its place 
we voted to contribute nearly three ttmes the amount to a widely diversi- 
hed program not for Rangeley alone, but for what was tagged as the 
“ Rangeley Region” taking in Town of Rangeley, Dallas Plt., Sandy 
River Plt., and Rangeley Plt. with the Famous Bemis Promotion. 
Probably most of the voters in Rangeley thought that the money was 
to be used for Advertising. However, the report recently made public 
states that out of expenditures of $12,298.00 (Excluding the Building 
and Deficit) only $1,055.39 was spent for advertising. 


1957 
The prospect for 1957 taxwise is rather disturbing. Unless there 
is found considerable new taxable property it seems inevitable that the 
tax rate will have to be increased. This is not beneficial to our public 
relations, neither is it good news to the rank and file of our resident 
and non-resident taxpayers.
